tarn of Mr. Jacob Bright to what I may call his native heath. All the 

hoice spirits were there, or nearly all—Dr. Pankhurst radiating genial 
ifinences all around, and striking terrific blows for the Republic at the 
‘Reactionaries *’ who came within earshot of his denunciatory eloquence ; 
Jerman Murray, proving that the waters of Thirlmere had not damped 

his spirits; Mr. Sam Watts, the President ‘‘ as is to be,” looking on the 
scene with a twinkle in his eye as he thought of what jolly times the Club 
ill have when he is in office, and how he is going to earn the everlasting 
mratitude of the members by outstripping—if that be possible—all his 
predecessors. Thither, too, came Mr. Alderman King, still blushing with 
he honours showered upon him by the Daily News on account of his late 
speech in the Council against the Thirlmere scheme, but now and then 
icklied o'er with the pale cast of thought as he wondered what the Daily 
News might have said if it could only have seen the reply which Mr. 
Alderman Grave didn’t make. Yet no doubt the Council have forgiven 
Stamp, him. At least, Councillor Brown—‘ Bill Brown,” if he will excuse 
he familiarity—did not level a word of reproach at the recreant 
King, and if Mr. Brown is satisfied, the other members of the 
Council surely must be so, too. What was it made the Rev. W. A. O’Conor 
80 pensive and silent all the evening? I cannot tell, unless it was the 
STE presence of ‘‘ Promotion by Merit’? who was flying all over the place, 
and hardly stayed in the same spot for two minutes at a time, except 

when he was caught by Mr. Hirsch up in the coffee-room. Mr. Hirsch, 
it appears, has made some more jokes. That is bad; but he wanted to 
tell them, which is worse: and he threatens to publish them, which is 
worst. Asfor Mr. T. B. Waters—to look at him you would have thought 
that he had never in his life heard of an Established Church, and was 
absolutely ignorant of clerical amenities at Wilmslow; while Councillor 
Asquith, for once, never gave a hint that he had a grievance of any kind— 
even against the Highways Committee; and Councillor Greenwood, though 
he said little, was evidently thinking a good deal—that conversaziones 
sre much more lively than Council meetings. Mr. Stanway Jack- 
son was beaming, as he always is, though I am afraid he was a little 
disappointed at not having to make a speech, and, I am sure, Dr. 
Pankhurst was, for he said so. He could not be persuaded 
hat it was not absolutely necessary that so strong a body of representative 
men as were assembled should take some prompt and decisive political 
ution, and he may have been right, though he couldn’t get any one to see 
it-I for one being devoutly thankful, for the selfish and reactionary 
reason that I wanted to go and play whist. I’m sure that Alderman Bake 
vas thankful, too, for he doesn’t believe much in the efficacy of speeches of 
ty kind, perhaps, because he has heard and made a good many in his 
time. Of course, I have not enumerated all the “‘ clubbable men” who 
vere there, but the fact is, that after a time it was impossible to see them 
tll, for, with half a hundred or so of cigars in full blast in that smoke- 
tom, one is obliged to give his whole attention to the operation of breathing, 
tad could spare no energy to devote to that of seeing. But it would not 
oto say nothing about the host, Mr. Leake; and it shall be only one word, 
though in it is compressed the substance of a page. It is this—He is now 
the ex-President of the Club, and I would put it to him, whether he 
touldn't adopt the suggestion made to him in the refreshment-room, and 
%¢ whether he cannot inaugurate something, or welcome somebody. else, 
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and who was welcomed in a manner which showed how genuine is the 
admiration and esteem in which he is held by the party. Mr. Jacob 
Bright’s long illness has left its marks upon him. The beard which not 
80 long ago might still be called brown is now almost grey, and the pallor 
of the face testifies to long and severe suffering. To those who, months ago, 
were almost beginning to fear that we should see him no more, his re- 
covery is as gratifying as it is—well, I will not say complete, for he is not 
quite well yet, Mr. William Brown, though you did shake his hand as if 
it had been the handle of wu pump. But we need have little fear of his 
ultimate recovery, if only he doesn’t worry himself and declines two-thirds 
of the public invitations which he is sure to get. But whatever may have 
been the effect of the illness of his body, it has very evidently left his 
mind as clear and undimmed as ever. He was very nervous when he rose 
to speak—and he always makes a good speech when he is nervous. This 
occasion was not an* exception. It is not easy to think of Mr. Bright 
without a comparison being suggested to the mind. While listening to 
Jacob I was thinking, too, of John; and it struck me that if the same 
speech had only been delivered by the elder brother, every newspaper 
in the kingdom would have fallen to admiring and expatiating on the 
power and eloquence of the effort. Some people—Thomas Carlyle, for 
instance—might have praised it,. while laughing to seorn other more 
dazzling orators, not simply because it was lucid, logical, decisive, and 
happily turued, but because it was what all speeches ought to be, and 
very few are, the true and earnest opinion of a man who believes in his 
inmost soul every word he utters. 

Manchester has been more brilliantly, but it was never more willingly, 
represented than it is by Mr. Jacob Bright. It is fitting that a place 
which has at least the reputation of being thoroughly in earnest should 
speak through the lips of a man whose earnestness, whose tenacity, and 
whose high moral purpose are only equalled by the courage which recog- 
nises no hope as forlorn, and who prefers the danger of the battle to the 
safety of a compromise. A stern critic has recently pointed out some of 
the previously unsuspected dangers which lurk in the recesses of our 
Constitutional jungle, but, while places like Manchester return men like 
Mr. Jacob Bright, we have little cause for fear, fecling, as we may, that 
deceit, dissimulation, and unscrupulous craft will avail little against the 
stronghold of our liberties, while it is defended by such champions. It is 
one of the triumphs of popular government, it is a signal proof of the 
divine right of His Majesty the people, that the largest electoral vote ever 
cast for any Englishman was given in favour of a man so well qualified to 
perform the important part entrusted to him, and so supremely trust- 
worthy in his principles, his methods, and his objects.

MADE PRISONER IN A HOLY PLACE. 


fone unfortunate Nonconformist minister had the ill luck on Sunday 
last to be made a prisoner in Manchester Cathedral. Writing unde 
the signature of ‘‘ Nonconformist,”’ he gives the following interesting 
account of the affair in Tuesday’s Lxaminer :— 


‘An amusing incident occurred to me on Sunday afternoon. Returnix 
from a preaching engagement a few miles away, 1 found myself passing 
the Cathedral about the time of afternoon service there, and having jut 
an hour to spare, and being under the impression that the afternoon se. 
vice occupied that length of time, I entered, with the view of spending it 
in quiet enjoyment and profit. An engagement at my own chapel at half. 
past five o’clock made it needful for me to leave the Cathedral at half-pas 
four if I was to obtain any bodily refreshment before evening service, bit 
at that hour the congregation rose to sing preparatory to the sermon, ani 
I, taking advantage of the general stir, and conscious that unless | 
obtained some slight repast I should feel the cravings of the inner mm 
before the close of my own service at eight o’clock, rose to go. But! 
had reckoned without my host; [ was intercepted by three or fow 
attendants, who held the door and refused egress. I explained that I hai 
an appointment. They were inexorable, and told me I could not lear 
without permission of the churchwarden, to whom they referred me. | 
sought this gentleman and made my request, explaining the circumstances 
which necessitated it. He replied, in tones which I will not misrepresent 
as courteous, that is was against the rules, and that if one went out every: 
body would want to go. Now it may be so in the Church of England; 
my experience lies chiefly amongst the Nonconformists, and I have never 
known such a case. The worthy churchwarden, however, for these reasons 
absolutely refused to allow me to leave the church. Finding the case 
went so ill with me as a simple citizen I did not betray to the chureb- 
warden the fact that I was a Dissenting minister of the city for fear ol 
worse consequences. I do not dispute the propriety of the rule alleged; 
it may be necessary for the functionaries of the Establishment to lock ia 
their congregations in order to retain them to the end of the service. As 
a Nonconformist I have no experience in that direction. Our places of 
worship are, unlike the national churches, private property, yet they are 
perfectly open for ingress and egress during the hours of service, Perhaps 
we have more liberty than is good for us. Be tbat as it may, we have 
become accustomed to it, and have learned to use it, I hope, with decency 
and order. But I venture to say that if Dean Cowie or the churchwarden 
aforesaid should ever be pleased to enter my chapel, which I think wil 
not be till a day after doomsday, and should for any reason whatever be 
disposed to leave it before the termination of the service, they would not 
find themselves placed under arrest, nor even subjected to the slightest 
inquisition into the reason of their departure.” 





Our friend characterises the incident as “amusing.” We ourselves 
fail to see where the laugh—at least on his part—should come in; bil 
what would be a trial and a punishment to one man is, it would seem, 
brimful of fun to another. As to this locking of the Cathedral doors, 
however, it strikes us as somewhat significant and strange that so maly 
persons should wish to quit the sacred edifice before the sermon businest 
comes on. The frequenters of the Cathedral can stand prayers and hyms, 
but as to the sermons— oh, no !—they would have none of them but for 
these locks and bars. This, we fear, does not say much for the ordinary

NOTES IN THE CITY COUNCIL. 


HE capacity which the City Council has shown for some time past in 
hb wasting time over trivial questions and in needless discussion, is 

getting something more than ludicrous. It is rapidly becoming an 
actual public nuisance and injury. Business of supreme importance is now 
at almost every Council meeting hurried over anyhow or adjotirned incon- 
sistently simply because a few members of the Chamber will insist on 
airing their crotchets or trotting out their hobby-horses. There was 
a notable example of this the other day, when Mr. Alderman King 
thought proper to raise, a propos of a formal motion, the whole question of 
the Thirlmere Water Works scheme, and treated the Council for an hour 
and a quarter to a jumble of figures which few could hear, and none 
understand—not even himself. A still more notable example of the old 
womanishness which is invading the Chamber was given at the meeting 
on Wednesday, when Mr. Alderman Curtis, again a propos of a formal 
resolution about the water rate, sorght to bring an indictment against 
the Waterworks Committee, and to show that they are deceiving, perhaps 
themselves, but certainly the public. Probably no more absurd speech 
was ever delivered in any deliberative body. Half the harangue was 
inaudible, and the whole was unintelligible. In his hesitating, mumbling 
manner, Mr. Curtis groped about amidst a maze of figures and fallacies, 
striking first against this windmill, and then at that, and conveying 
generally the ideas of hopeless confusion and absolute chaos. It was in 
vain that the members of the Water Committee, who now and then heard 
some of his statements, assured him that they were utterly wrong. Mr. 
Cartis did not seem to care much about that. Probably he would have 
gone on even if he had known his figures to be wrong, for he presumably 
had an object other than that of instructing the Council. Mr. King’s 
speech the other day was reproduced in a pamphlet form from one of the 
papers which gave it pretty fully, and it was hailed by the Daily News as 
an important contribution to the literature of the Thirlmere Defence 
Association. No doubt it would have suited the purpose of the Association 
to have Mr. Curtis’s speech fully reported as well, but they will be dis- 
appointed, for the Manchester papers merely picked out a few sentences 
which seemed the least unintelligible of the whole, and even then no two 
of them agree on figures which would be of the utmost importance had 
not all of them been utterly fallacious. The Mayor, for once, as Mr. 
Alderman Heywood showed afterwards, was wrong in ruling, when appealed 
to, that Mr. Curtis was in order, and so all this time—nearly an hour 
end a half—was wasted in listening to these feeble and disjointed 
maunderings, and the comments which followed from members who 
would speak, and the Council had to adjourn, leaving motions which 
have been adjourned month after month to take their small chance at the 
next meeting. Mr. Alderman Patteson, contrary to his usual prudence 
and to the advice of his friends, was going to play into the hands of the 
enemy by giving explanations, but he was at last stopped by the Mayor 
for being out of order, and had to subside. Except a little formal busi- 
ness, this useless and utterly irrelevant diseussion, and another equally 
weless, or more so, and also raised by Mr. Curtis, occupied the whole of 
the quarterly meeting of the Council. Perhaps we are wrong in saying 
that they were quite useless, for they furnished one of the strongest 
arguments yet given for the abolition of aldermen. Things would be bad 
enough even if Mr. King and Mr. Curtis could make out their case—bad 
because inopportune—but when neither of them can make the Council 
understand what they are talking about, or what they really mean, it 
becomes intolerable that the time of the public and of the business men 
in the Chamber should be wantonly wasted in this way. Length of service 
isoften entitled to respect, but we are afraid that some out of the 64 mem- 
bers of the Council have been in it much too long, and that they have 
outlived what usefulness they may ever have had. 


Waar with sensational cartoons, sensational speeches, and sensational 
letters and leaders, there is imminent danger of the Conservatives suc- 
ceeding in dragging us into war.

DR. PANKHURST AND MR. FORBES. 


\NA 8. ARCHIBALD FORBES was announced to give a lecture in the 
M Free Trade Hall, on Monday night, on his experience as a War 

Correspondent. Dr. Pankhurst was announced to preside on the 
occasion. Mr. Forbes lectured; but Dr. Pankhurst did not preside. Why? 
Let Mr. Forbes’s letter, which appeared in Tuesday's Guardian, explain : 


“T have to ask your indulgence in being permitted to make a short 
statement in reference to a personal matter. I had the pleasure this 
evening of addressing a Manchester audience in the Free Trade Hall, on 
the subject of personal experiences in the Turco-Russian war. On 
reaching Manchester, barely an hour before the time fixed for 
the commencement of the lecture, I saw by an advertisement in 
your paper, thus learning the fact for the first time, that Dr. 
Pankhurst was to take the chair. It is my misfortune that I 
have never heard of Dr. Pankhurst before ; a cireumstance attributable 
doubtless to my many and long absences from England. It was natural 
that I should inquire who Dr. Pankhurst was. I learned that he is an 
active politician, and I gathered that he owes the prominence he possesses 
mainly to his activity in the political arena. It was not my concern of 
what political party Dr. Pankhurst is a local leader; but recognising the 
fact that party spirit at present runs exceptionally high, and having a 
keen anxiety to divest my lecture and its surroundings of any political 
character or colour, there was forced upon me the conviction that Dr. 
Pankhurst, as a leading local politician, was an unsuitable chairman. I 
would gladly have communicated this conviction earlier to Dr, Pankhurst, 
but no opportunity offered till we met in the retiring-room just previous to the 
commencement of the lecture. I then learned that Dr, Pankhurst had con- 
sented to act as chairman at the request of my travelling advance agent. 
This circumstance, deeply embarrassing as the knowledge of it was tome, 
could not alter my sense of what I believed right, and I adhered 
to my determination to require that Dr. Pankhurst should not be 
chairman of the evening. While expressing this to him I tendered him 
my sincere apologies for the false position in which he had been placed 
through no fault of his own, but rather, I believed, from his goodwill to 
oblige. I think it only fair and manly, however, that I should express 
this regret in a more public manner, which I now beg to do very ehrnestly. 
I venture to hope that any pardonable and temporary heat felt by Dr. 
Pankhurst—and the tenor of his expressions led me to apprehend that ho 
did feel some heat—will be assuaged by this amende in respect to a 
contremps which, while I felt it unavoidable, I am heartily sorry for on 
his account.”’ 


Some persons may not like the tone of portions of this letter. We 
confess to our being amongst the number. Let that pass. It is a pity 
that Mr. Forbes and his agent in advance do not understand each other 
better. Dr. Pankhurst seems to have treated Mr. Forbes’ apology with 
silence. It is not always easy for the learned gentleman to be silent ; but 
on this occasion, we think, he has been so to advantage.

We know how much information on 
sanitary matters is required by the bulk of the population, and any

useful, and edifying as regards public men. What do our readers 

think of the following passage which appeared in the Standard (now tho 

leading Conservative daily paper in London) on the 28th of March, 
1845 »— 


“Mr. Benjamin Disraeli has called a Conservative Administration an 
organized hypocrisy. As far as concerns the hypocrisy of a section of the 
Conservative party, no man, if we may judge from the usual indices of 
duplicity, is better qualified to pronounce than Mr. Benjamin Disraeli. 
It might be uncandid to go back to the early history of the member of 
Shrewsbury when a poor litterateur—in every sense a poor one—he 
struggled for bread as the contributor alternately to Tory and to Radical 
newspapers; but we have a clear right to canvass the public conduct of the 
public man; and since 1832 Mr. Disraeli has been, save the mark! a public 
man. In 1832 he canvassed High Wycombe upon ‘ true Reform principles,’ 
the parliamentary pocket-books say; but what were his true Reform 
principles near thirteen years ago we are at a loss to tell, for the press paid 
so little attention to him in those days, that we have been unable to findany 
trace of his addresses or speeches to the electors of High Wycombe. In 
the following year Mr. Disraeli, having been beaten at High Wycombe, 
canvassed the metropolitan borough of Marylebone, and upon this occasion 
his declaration of principles was sufliciently delivite—viz., triennial par- 
liaments, the ballot, abolition of all taxes but a property tax, separation 
of Church and State, free trade, and, we believe, universal suffrage. 
However, Mr. Disraeli spared the trouble of details by explicitly pledging 
himself to the policy in integro of Mr. Joseph Hume. We next find Mr. 
Disraeli the quasi Conservative candidate for Taunton, and 4 little later 
we have him toadying Sir Robert Peel, in the disgusting style of which 
we have given some specimens as the Runnymede of the Times. Sir 
Robert, however, would appear not to be quite hypocrite enough to 
pretend to forget the out-and-out Radical candidate for Marylebone and 
volunteer shadow of Mr. Joseph Hume, and therefore neither in 18865, 
nor in 1841, were Mr. Disraeli’s merits recognised by appointment to 
office. Still Mr. Disraeli was not wanting to himself; in 1842 
he thrust himself forward as the unsolicited champion of Sir 
Robert Peel’s Government, against the opponents of the tariff and 
of the modification of the Corn Law; but it was all in vain. 
Mr. Disraeli, however, persevered, fighting the battles of the Government 
in Parliament, and fighting his own battle in the public offices by a heavy 
and incessant fire of applications for place for another year— 

‘ He still had hope, 
For hope attends us still ’— 

until Sir Robert Pecl committed the unparalleled error of preferring Lord 
Dalhousie as Vice-President of the Board of Trade before Mr. Benjamin 
Disraeli. This is in brief the true history of Mr. Benjamin Disraeli’s 
great discovery——a discovery worthy of Bubb Doddington himself—that a 
Conservative Government is an ‘ organised hypocrisy.’ Let Mr. Disraeli 
contradict any part of this true history if he can. We promise to 
publish the contradiction. Let him say that he did not solicit 
Mr. Joseph Hume, as an ultra Radical, for a seat in Parlia- 
ment, and then solicit Sir Robert Peel for a place, as a 
Conservative! but if he cannot say the one or the other, he would do well 
to be silent upon the subject of ‘hypocrisy,’ organised or disorganised. 
Wo suppose, by the way, the distinction intended is, that an organised 
hypocrisy is hypocrisy in place; disorganised hypocrisy, hypocrisy 
suffering the pangs of disappointment. But why have we given so much 
attention to this person? On his own account? Certainly not individn- 
ally, he is not of so much account asa tenth part of the ink we have 
wasted on him. We notice him as the type of a class of really hypocritical 
persons—persons who professed Conservative principles as they would 
have professed any other principles, with objects entirely sordid and 
selfish, and who now resent the failure of their own absurd expectations 
as a wrong to the Conservatives generally.” 

We may have considered it to be our duty to any hard things about the 
Earl of Beaconsfield, now and then, but nothing ever before appeared in 
our columns to be mentioned in the same breath with this slashing criticiam 
taken from the Stundard. ,

‘C IR ROBERT PEEL is nothing less than a very badly-used man, and 
he has certainly good reason to complain of the manner in which he 


- was treated by two provincial newspapers during the recent debate 
on the supplementary grant of six millions. As might be expected, one 
of these papers was our old friend the Courier, whose generosity in sup- 
plying the public with “ courierosities” is simply unbounded. In the 
course of Mr. Gladstone's great speech, he referred to the hon. member 
for Tamworth, who, as all the world knows, is Sir Robert Peel. The 
Courier, however, reported Mr. Gladstone as alluding to the “ Marquis of 
Tavistock.” Now, this was unkind, for had our contemporary wished to 
make a little fun at Sir Robert’s expense it might have been done by 
calling him Sir Orange Peel, a name by which he is better known than by 
his baptismal one of Robert. But to speak of him as a duke in prospective, 
when he is merely a plain baronet, is more than ordinarily cruel and 
tantalising. But this is not all of which Sir Robert may fairly complain. 
Sir William Harcourt compared him to the Apostle Paul, for having sat 
at the feet of the Gamaliel of Birmingham. There is certainly nothing 
humiliating in being compared to the great Apostle of the Gentiles, but 
the hon. member for Tamworth may fairly object to the statement of 
the Daily Telegraph, to the effect that he had in former years 
“sat at the feet of the Gamebird of Birmingham.’’ Our contemporary 
may try to make light of this assertion, and call it a poultry one, but the 
Jackdaw regards it as a very fowl insinuation.

ieee a man like Lord Houghton, who is a true poet and has written 
4 ever so many charming things in his time, one does expect some 
consideration for the ordinary feelings of human nature. And yet 
his lordship, at the dinner given to Mr. H. M. Stanley by the Royal 
Geographical Society, actually proposed that the two great lakes 
which are the source of the Congo should be christened, one ‘ Lake 
Lawson” and the other “ Lake Gordon Bennet,’ in honour of the pro- 
prietors of the Daily Telegraph and the New York Herald, and that the 
Congo itself should be known to Englishmen and Americans as_ the 
“ Stanley.” The Juckdaw thinks that those lakes would rather not have 
heen discovered at all if they are to be treated in this heartless way. As for 
the river, it would justify him in getting a source somewhere else if Lord 
Houghton’s proposition were accepted. Even an African river must have 
some self respect. THis lordship, too, got into a state of great admiration 
over the ‘‘ two great sources of intellectual enterprise,’ the Telegraph 
and the JJerald. Well, no doubt they are enterprising, but, my lord, you 
might have said that without putting in that cruelly intellectual sneer. 


Ir is really too bad on the part of the Pall Mall Gazette to keep hammering 
away at the Government as it does. ‘“ The history of the Cabinet to 
this day,’’ it says, “ justifies a serious doubt whether, as at present con- 
stituted, it is capable of carrying us through this momentous crisis with 
safety. No matter whether there is or is not good reagon for it, we know 
that those who in England deny her all action on behalf of her interests 
assert that as long as the Cabinet is what it is their wishes and their 
doctrine are in no danger. And we know equally well that a similar 
view prevails in every Continental Court. The enemies of England abroad 
atill rely on the operation of dissension in the Ministry, while her friends 
are aud must be held back as long as that state of things continues. 
Therefore we say it is a most unpromising state of things.” The plain 
meaning of all this is, that Lord Derby should be tossed overboard in order 
that the Government might be able to plunge us into a war which would 
probably last some years and do England an incaleulable amount of 
harm.
